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Nos. 447 to 557. 
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The hangings of the past two years have effectually reformed the 
North- West Gallery, which was formerly a kind of limbo, in which 
were hung pictures considered rather too good to be rejected outright, 
yet scarcely good enough to be hung anywhere else in the Academy. 
Last year, however, the North West-Gallery was hung with some of the 
most attractive works of the exhibition, and this year it has been 
similarly treated. Although a small room, when the walls are hung 
mostly with pictures high in tone, as they were last year and are this 
year, a fictitious effect is given to the Gallery, and it not only seems 
almost as large as some of the others, but actually seems a great deal 
lighter. 

Entering the room from the West Gallery, the first picture on the 
line, No. 449, is an old lady taking her tea, a realistic study, by Alfred 
Kappes. Beyond this. No. 450, is an attractive landscape, Summer 071 
the Mohawk^ by Edward Gay, A. N. A., over which is a large picture. 
No. 452, Cockle Gathering^ — Soicth Coast of Holland^ by Edward 
MoRAN, A. N. A. A large coast view above, by R. W. Wallis, is en- 
titled The Dawn of New England. 

On the line, on the West side of the room, is No. 458, En Voyage^ by 
Percy Moran, a very cleverly-realized scene on the deck of an ocean 
steamer on a chilly day, depicting a much-be-wrapped young woman 
in a steamer-chair and a gallant young man near by. 

A Willing Captive^ No. 459, by F. S. Church, shows a graceful young 
woman fondling a fawn, and is exquisitely painted. 
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Frank D. Millet's picture, No. 462, hung on the line in the centre 
of the West Wall, depicts four young women, of classical figure and 
costume, seated ; three of them listening, while the fourth is reading The 
Story of (Enone. 

No. 465, Waiting, by A. A. Anderson, shows a young woman in a 
pink dress leaning against a tree by the side of a stream. 

No. 468, by A. T. Bricher, A. N. A., entitled /// My Neighbor s 
Garden, from which a fragment is reproduced, shows an old-fashioned 
house with a broad piazza looking out over a garden, in which is a great 
variety of flowers, beyond which is a glimpse of the sea in the distance. 
A young woman in a blue dress is sitting in front of the piazza, and two 
children are playing near by. 

No. 469 is a good Study of an Interior, by J. E. Webb. 

No. 475, Un Jour de Vacance, is a charming picture, painted abroad 
by Mrs. E. K. Baker. A yoang girl, relieved of her tasks in school 
for a day, is wandering aimlessly under the trees, apparently not 
knowing how to fill up the time. Excellent in technique. 

No. 476, A Gleam of Sunshine, by W. S. Macy, shows a wintry day in 
the woods ; the ground covered with snow ; the sunshine brightly 
illuminates the middle-ground of the picture. A very realistically-painted 
picture. Another picture by Mr. Macy, hanging very near this one, 
is Still Water on the Seine. — A highly picturesque subject, admirably 
treated. 
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111 No. 484, The New Year^ by H. R. Poore, a farmer and his son are 
out with a yoke of oxen, making ready to plough, although there are 
still patches of snow on the ground. 

No. 485, Uplands in Autunm^ is another pleasant picture by Jervis 
McEntee, N. a. 

No. 491 is Au Bord du Mer, by Alexander Harrison. No. 487, 
The Sisters J is a low-toned picture, by J. O. Walker. The Gleaner is a 
small picture, by D. Butler Harrison. 

On the East side of the Gallery hang No. 503, an effective Study in 
St. Augustine^ Fla.^ by L. C. Tiffany, N. A. ; No. 501, Chartres^ a 
quaint old place with houses built out on the edge of the stream, by 
C. A. Platt, and well painted ; and No. 502, a panel of Chei-ry Blos- 
soms^ by Miss H. K. Ely. 

No. 504, Christmas Eve, by F. Schuchardt, Jr., shows a poor little 
street waif standing in the drifted snow, her tattered garments blowing 
in the wind, wistfully looking into a shop window. 

No. 500, on the upper line, by E. L. Durand, is Grandpa's Master- 
piece, a young girl playing a violin for an invalid old man. 
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No. 508, is a pleasing Har- 
bor Viczv, by J. C. Nicoll, 
showing tall buildings along a 
wharf. 

No. 506 is di French Peasant's 
Cottage^ with its surroundings ; 
very well painted by W. H.

No. 513, Rende^ is a charm- 
ingly-painted bust of a young 
girl, by W. H. Lippincott. 

No. 514, In Ambush^ by 
Frederick W. Freer, shows 
a handsome young woman 
hiding behind a screen, and is 
one of the best pictures in the 
Gallery. 



George M. Clark, No. 516, exhibits an effective Corner in Brittany ; 
No. 517 is a bright Studio Interior, by Gerome Ferris ; and No. 521, 
Outpost Duty, is by Julian Scott. 

No. 522, by M. R. Dixon, entitled Waiting, shows a young woman 
in a light evening costume of quaint, old fashion, seated facing from 
the spectator. 

No. 520, Allegretto-Andante, by Edwin H. Blashfield, A. N. A., 
represents a procession of classical Greek male and female figures, 
some dancing and some walking — in harmony with the musical sym- 
bolism of the title — along the seashore. There are fifteen graceful 
figures in all, in richly-colored, flowing costumes. The. painting is in- 
tended for a panel for a music-room. 

No. 523, by J. H. Witt, shows a young woman in A Shady Retreat,
